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Continuation of 11 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The Applicant's amendment discloses limitations 
as previously presented prior to the Offices Final rejection (12/27/2007). The limitations of the claims do not overcome the previously 
stated rejections in light of the Applicant's remarks filed 02/27/2008. 

In response to the Applicants Remarks: Claim 1 recites limitations "wall surface including a plurality of integrally formed stiffening 
elements" on line 1 1 . As stated in the Action Wittern does not specifically disclose integarlly formed stifening elements disposed on the wall 
surface, Wittern however does discloses a sheet wall panel can be reienforced by crimping material perpendicular to the wall surface (see 
folded edges of panel 60 in Figure 1 ) to provide rigidity to the wall sheet panel surface. Further in light of teachings from Thompson, 
reinforcing ribs (36) are disposed on a thin wall sheet panel to provide the benefit of structurally limiting the deformation of the panel as it is 
loaded with articles. Thus in view of the Office the Applicant's limitations as stated in the claims are rendered obvious for one skilled in the 
art to view the teaching of Witiern in light of Thompson and provide the motivation of reinforcing the wall panels of wittern with a plurality of 
integrally formed stiffening elements extending between the side edges of the panel. 

Further reciting the Applicants limitations "a decoupling member isolating a first area of the column wall from the second area of the column 
wall" claim 1 line 18. As stated in the Action Wittern discloses a slot member element (38; Figure 1) disposed it the wall panel surface. 
This slot member is formed by the removable of wall panel material. Hence the slot formed on the wall panel inheriently results in the loads 
on the wall panel above the slot to be transferred to the outer edges of the slot. Thus in the view of the office the slot positioned on the wall 
panel of Wittern inheriently act to decouple the loads above the slot. 
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
